It refuses 


to use the power it has in that direction. 


The Sherman anti-trust law is on the statute 


books at Washington, but no effort has ever been 
made to test it in its criminal capacity. 
President 


Roosevelt knows this and he knows that if, as the 
executive of the nation, he would enforce the Sher- 
man anti-trust law, that all would be well, so far as 
the people are concerned. 
But he is afraid to do 


k 
He may talk and the trusts will not complain, 


but if he should act then Teddy feels that he would 
be in trouble. 


The Iowa Republicans say that reducing the 


tariff will limit the ability of the trusts to exact trib- 
ute from the pople, but other Republicans say this 
is not so. 
Senators Hoar and Lodge of Massa- 


chusetts are not in harmony with one another on 
many questions, and neither of them is in harmony 
with the administration. 
Platt and Quay are at 


outs with Roosevelt and their differences cannot be 
easily harmonized. 
In the Southern States the 


white Republicans are excluding the colored,brethe- 
ren from their conventions and councils. 
Speaker 


Henderson has resigned—presumably his people 
in Iowa are opposed to his continuing so close to 
the President with whom they cannot agree. We 
are afraid that Republican brethren are hopelessly 
derided'.

—that the Standard Oil Trust and anthracite com- 
bine are "unprotected," and hence tariff reduction 
is no remedy for monopoly-

twenty-five per cent of the monopolies are 
not 


"sheltered by the tariff," reduction is no remedy 
for the seventy-five that are sheltered. 
It is piti- 


ful to see a President putting forth such rubbish. 


But it is not true that the coal and oil trusts 


are "unprotected." There is a high duty on all 
TV-products of petroleum which are 
so valuab • 


th* a barrel of crude oil, worth for fuel a little over 
a dollar, we believe, $4 worth of these products— 
beniine, neptha, dyes, ect., are extracted, leaving 
tfce refined oil as so much more clear pcofit. 
In 


•ddition to this the Standard oil company gets a 
rebate under the Dingley law, for all of the duties 
on the tin used in its export trade. In other words 
while every citizen of Nevada who puts a tin roof 
on hi» home or buys a tea kettle must pay a tariff 
added tax to the tin trust. The Standard oil com- 
pany, which declares dividends of forty-eight per 
cent, or $48,000,000 a year, gets its tin at foreign 
price, and then secures a rebate from the treasury 
of the sixty-five per cent duty! 


Now as to antracite. 
It is true that there is 


no duty upon it because practically there is no for- 
eign coal of that character. But the duty of sixty- 
•even cents a ton on. bituminous coal does give the 
anthracite monopoly protection against the abun- 
dant soft coal in Nova Scotia and other countries. 


And those are the two examples upon which 


President Roosevelt bases his declaration 
that 


trust evils "cannot be remedied by any change in 
the tariff laws."

wholesome competition.

State will have an opportunity to protest against 
this outrageous condition of things by sending'an 
anti-Republican each, to the United States Sen-' 
ate'and House of Representatives.
